Walter  Dudgeon  was  born  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  on  September  10,  1956.  He 
graduated  in  1974  and  went  into  the  jewelry 
business.  Since  that  time  he  has  owned  and 
operated  two  jewelry  stores  in  the  Detroit  area. 

In  1979  Walter  married  Thea  Tinsley. 
They  have  two  children:  Jourdan,  a  daughter 
age  1 3,  and  West,  a  son  age  1 0.  These  children 
inherited  Walter’s  love  of  collecting  and  are 
already  pursuing  many  different  collecting  interests  of  their  own. 

Walter  acquired  his  first  large  cents  as  a  gift  from  one  of  his  father’s 
friends,  Anthony  Martini,  when  he  was  9  years  old.  Later  that  same 
year  he  received  a  Christmas  gift  of  $10  from  his  older  brother  David. 
The  money  was  to  be  used  to  buy  something  for  Walter’s  stamp 
collection,  and  David  stipulated  that  Walter  could  buy  only  one  stamp, 
not  a  group  of  inexpensive  ones.  This  provided  a  valuable  and  lasting 
lesson  about  collecting:  that  quality  is  important.  This  emphasis  on 
quality  is  evident  in  his  collection  of  large  cents. 

The  collection  offered  in  this  sale  was  formed  over  a  period  of  9 
years.  During  this  time  Walter  has  made  many  new  friends  within  the 
Early  American  Coppers  (EAC)  Club.  He  intends  to  remain  an  active 
member  of  EAC  and  has  already  begun  forming  another  collection  of 
high  grade  large  cents.  He  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
everyone  who  has  helped  him  form  this  collection  and  to  wish  good 
luck  to  all  bidders  in  this  sale. 
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Welcome  to  the  Walter  Dudgeon  collection  of  middle  and  late  date  cents.  Formed  over 
a  period  of  nine  years  there  are  coins  pedigreed  to  virtually  every  major  cent  sale  and  collection 
of  the  last  decade  including  Garrett,  Floyd  Starr,  Abe  Kosoff,  Russell  Wyatt,  Phil  Van  Cleave, 
Chris  Peterson,  Robbie  Brown,  Hy  Halpern,  Oechsner,  Norweb,  Jack  Robinson,  Bob  Matthews, 
Ted  Naftzger,  Dennis  Mendelson,  Jeff  Gresser,  Tom  Chalkley,  Lee  Kuntz,  John  Nicholas,  Evan 
Kopald,  Cliff  Kolbus  among  others.
